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PROGRESSIVES FEAR AGREEMENT IS IMPOSSIBLE 


REPUBLICAN PARTY 
ADOPTS PLATFORN 
AND QUUTS FOR DAY 


G.O. P. Nomination Thrown 
Into Uncertainty by Agree- 
ment to Enter Peace Con- 
ference With Progressives. 


REPUBLICAN CONFEREES 


OPPOSED TO ROOSEVELT 


On Other Hand, It Is Be- 
lieved They Will Not In- 
sist on an Agreement on 


Hughes. 


Chicago, June 8.—The republican con- 
vention today accepted the invitation 
of the progressive convention to a con- 
ference for harmony. A proposal to 
that end adopted first in the progress- 
{ve convention was received in the 
republican convention and adopted with 
a few scattering “noes” and virtually 
no demonstration. 

Senator Smoot, of Utah, Senator 
Borah, of Idaho, former Senator Crane, 
of Massachusetts, Nicholas Murray But- 
ler, of the New York delegation, and 
former Representative A. R. Johnson, 
of Ironton, Ohio, were appointed as the 
republican conference committee. They 
at once began arrangements for meet- 


ing the progressives. 

The complexion of the committee was 
generally regarded as one that would 
not accept Colonel Roosevelt for the 
presidential nomination, but, on the 
other hand, would not insist upon an 
agreement on Justice Hughes. The 
whole effect of the development was 
to throw the republican nomination into 
uncertainty until the conferees re- 


port. 
Few Cheers for Teddy. 

The other principal developments in 
the republican convention were the 
adoption of the platform as reported 
by the resolutions committee, headed 
by Senator Lodge, a half minute dem- 
onstration for Colonel Roosevelt when 
his name was mentioned for the first 
time in the convention; the perfection 
of the permanent organization and ad- 
journment until 11 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. 

Senator Lodge mentioned Colonel 
Roosevelt's name in reading the Phil- 
ippine plank, which declares for the 
policy inaugurated by McKinley and 
continued bygRooseveit. The demon- 
stration that’ followed was principally 
in the galleries. Senator Lodge smiled 
and waited, and it subsided in less 
than a minute by the watch. 

The outstanding incident of the day's 
session came with Senator Lodge’s an- 
nouncement of the woman suffrage 
plank. , 

“The republican party, reaffirming 
its faith in government of the people, 
by the people and for the people, as a 
measure of justice to one-half the 
adult people of this country, favors 
the extension of suffrage to women,” 
read the senator, and there he paused 
while the suffragists began their dem- 
onstration., 

“But,” continued Senator Lodge when 
the noise subMded, “it recognizes the 
right of each state to settle this ques- 
tion for itself.” 

There were roars of laughter at this 
qualifying phrase to what the suffra- 
sists had celebrated as a clear-cut vic- 
tory, and the convention hall rang 
with the demonstration of those who 
approved the qualification. 

To Rush Proceedings. 


The temper of the convention man- 
agers to hear the minorities might 
well be illustrated by their conduct 
toward Edwin J. Gross, of Milwaukee, 
who, as a member of the resolutions 
committee, presented his own minority 
report, containing practically all the 
much discussed proposals characterized 
as ultra radical, ranging from govern- 
mental manufacture of munitions to 
the initiative, the referendum and the 
recall. 

Impatient delegates tried to howl 
him down, but he repeatedly was pro- 
tected by Chairman Harding, who in- 
sisted that he should be heard. A cho- 
rus of “noes” disposed of his report. 

With that the convention referred 
contests in the national committee to 
the national committee itself, ratified 
the uncontested nominations and ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 

Chairman Harding said tonight that 
unless he is overruled he will ask the 
convention to go straight through 
with the nominating speeches as soon 
as it convenes tomorrow morning, and 
that all seconding speeches be made 
after the nominating addresses have 
been concluded and then only by ar- 
rangement with the chair. About the 
only thing that can interfere with this 
program, he said,§would be a report 
from the peace conference committee. 
According to present plans there will 
be no time limit placed on nominating 
speeches. Seconding speeches will be 
limited to five minutes each. 

A rumor circulated that Justice 
Hughes had sent word to the Hughes 
campaign managers that he would not 
accept the republican nomination un- 
less it comes from a united party, was 
revived today.

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Platform Laid Before 
Ball Moose Convention 


Chicago, June §8.—The. progressive 
Platform with its principal planks de- 
voted to an exposition of Americanism, 
preparedness, protection and woman 
suffrage, was laid before the progres- 
sive convention today. It was received 
with an enthusiasm that presaged its 
adoption with but little, if any, change 
and was made the unfinished business 
when the convention recéssed tonight 
to allow its conferees to discuss peace 
plans with the republicans. 

The platform follows: 

“This is the year of decision for the 
nation’s future. As we now decide, so 
we shall go forward in righteousness 
and power, or backward in degradation 
and’ weakness. 

“Of necessity, we deal now with the 
foundations of our national life. We 
are facing elemental facts of force, of 
right and wrong, of extreme national 
peril. Our present choice of path will 
be irrevocable. The tradition of iso- 
lation has been ended. The United 
States is now part of a world system 
of civilization. We stand or fall as 
we prepare now to take our part in 
peace or war and hold our own therein. 

“As members of an international 
community, we are subject to certain 
basic duties: 


TO SECURE RIGHTS 
OF OUR CITIZENS. 


“To secure the rights and equal treat- 
ment of our citizens, native or nat- 
uralized, on land and sea, without 
regard to race, creed or nativity; 

“To guard the honor and uphold the 
just influence of our nation; 

“To maintain the integrity of inter- 
national law. 

“These are the cornerstones of civili- 
zation. We must be strong to defend 
them. 

“The present war shows that it is the 


| 


supreme duty of civilization to create 
conditions which will make peace per- 
manent. Our country must be able and 
ready to take its part in that work. 
The peace which we desire for our 
country is not the peace of submission 
and cowardice, but the peace of justice. 
War and its evils will not be done away 
with by suffering injustice to our- 
selves or others, nor by pledging our- 
selves to drastic action for interna- 
tional right, if we do not prepare the 
forces which would sustain such action. 
We can perform our rightful part in 
promoting permanent international 
peace only by a willingness and a pre- 
pared ability to defend our own rights 
and the rights of other nations. We 
earnestly desire to keep the peace, but 
there are higher things which we must 
keep, if we would keep the faith Wash- 
ington and Lincoln kept. Peace at the 
price of submission and cowardice is 
not desirable, nor is it the peace 
of justice which alone would 
make it permanent. Supine submission 
to the invasion of our rights or indif- 
ference to the wrongs of weaker na- 
tions will not long maintain peace, nor 
will mere threat of action enforce our 
rights under international law. There 
must be an unfaltering determination 
and a personal ability to defend our 
rights and to fulfill our international 
obligations. In such a readiness lies 
the sure safeguard of both national 
honor and continued peace. Failure to 
deal firmly and promptly with the 
menace of Mexican disorders has 
brought conditions worse than wWwar- 
fare and has weakened our national 
self-respect. Every resource of govern- 
ment should forthwith be used to end 
those conditions and protect from out- 
rage the lives, honor and property of 
American men and women in Mexico.

Car in “Great 
When Conductor Fatally 
Wounds Negro Man. 


When Conductor W. Tom Mathews, 
of No. 10 Hull street, in charge of the 
5:20 Peachtree-Brookwood atreet car, 
opened fire on a negro with his 38- 
caliber revolver yesterday afternoon a 
stampede resulted. Passengers fell off 
the car in “great heaps,” according to 
Traffic Officer Ellis, who was near the 
scene of the shooting, which took place 
on Peachtree atreet, near the inter- 
section of Merritts. 

Will Barnes, age 30, negro janitor 
at the Davis-Fischer sanitarium, as @ 
result of the encounter with Conduc- 
tor Mathews, died at the Grady hos- 
pital last night at 9:30 o’clock from 
a bullet wound in his chest. 

Officer Sees Shooting. 

Nraffic Officer Ellis, who was on 
duty at the corner of Peachtree and 
Linden avenue, was notified of the 
altercation between the street car man 
and the negro by Police Commissioner 
Jim Maddox, who passed by the car in 
his machine. Ellis hurried to the 
scene and came in sight just in time, 
as he stated, to see the negro reach for 
his hip pocket as he got off the car, 
and to see the conductor open fire. 

The negro fled down East Merritts 
avenue, and fell at the rear door of 
an apartment house at 23, where the 
occupant took him inside. When the 
officer reached the scene the black was 
unarmed, except for a pocket knife, it 
is stated. Mathews was not arrested 
until after the negro’s death last night. 
He was then brought to Grady hospital 


held on a charge of myrder without 
bond. 

A number of witnesses were secured 
by the street car employees from the 
passengers who were riding on the car. 
The four witnesses summoned by the 
street car company’s: officials were 
Louis Kahn, an insurance agent, of 
1619 Hurt building; Jack M. Farshaw, 
of 59 Lake avenue; G. H. Johnson, of 
Marietta, and J. Thomas, of 1203 Healey 
building. 

“Whisky on His Breath.” 

Mathews stated that the negro got on 
his car at Five Points, and that he 
could smell whisky on his breath. He 
said a passenger called his attention 
to-the negro’s laying his head on the 
back of a seat on which two white 
ladies were sitting, and that he then 
made the negro move to a seat nearer 
the rear of the street car. 

“The negro came back on the plat- 
form and cussed me,” said Mathews. “I 
told him to get off the car, and he 
stepped down on the platform steps, 
and reached for his back pocket. I then 
cut loose on him with my pistol, fir- 
ing three times.”

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AUSTRIANS RETREAT 
BEFORE RUSSIANS 


Having Recaptured Lutsk, 
Czar’s Forces Drive West- 
ward and Cross the Ikwa 
and Styr Rivers. 


London, June 8.—Having recaptured 
Lutsk, one of the triangles of Russian 
forts in Volhynia, from the Austro- 
Hungarians, the Russians are pressing 
their adversaries westward. In numer- 
ous places not only have the Russians 
gained the banks of the Ikwa and Styr 
rivers, but have crossed the streams 
and continued their offensive against 
their foes. 

In the region of Kovel, midway be- 
tween Lutsk and Brest-Litovsk, and tn 
the vicinity of Rovno, southeast of 
the fortress, the Russians have begun 
action against the Austro-Hungarians. 

Likewise in Galicia there has been 


no let-up in the Russian attacks against, 


the soldiers of the dual monarchy, from 
whom they have captured along the 
lower reaches of the Stripa -priver heav- 
ily fortified positions. In the fighting 
the Russians have materially added to 
their prisoners and their stores of 
captured guns, machine guns and war 
materials. 

Considerable activity has been shown 
by the Germans against the Russians 
on the northern sections of the Rus- 
sian front, where the German guns 
have heavily bombarded the line along 
the Dvina to the lake region south of 
Dvinsk, and thrown infantry attacks 
against the Russian positions south of 
Smorgon. In this iatter region the

FRENCH FIRE HOLDS 
GERMANS AT VERDUN. 


With the capture of Fort Vaux, 
northeast of Verdun, the Germans have 
attempted to advance their line against 
the French east and west of the Thiau- 
mont farm, south of Douaumont. The 
French barrier fire, however, held them 
back. Northwest of Verdun, around 
Hill 304 and in the region of Chattan- 
court, the artillery duels are still in- 
tense. 

Intermittent artillery duels have giv- 
en way to vicious infantry attacks and 
counter attacks by the Germans and 
British around Hooge. Sapping oper- 
ations between the Vimy ridge and La 
Bassee canal and near the Hohenzol- 
lern redoubt were to the advantage of 
the British, according to London. 

The Italians to the swuth and south- 
west of Trent continue to keep the 
Austrians from further advance. South 
and southwest of Asiero attacks by the 
Austrians against [talian positions 
were entirely repulsed, according to 
Rome, while along the Lagarina valley 
concentrations of Austrians were digs- 
persed by the Italian batteries. 

Northwest of Trent in the Ortler re- 
gion the Italians have attacked and 
captured several points of vantage 
from the Austrians, and further gouth, 
in the Chiese valley, have repulsed 
Austrian offensives.

PROGRESSIVES WANT 
TO NAME ROOSEVELT 
AT TODAY'S SESSION 


Were Restrained From 
Nominating the Colonel 
Thursday Only by Frantic 
Efforts on Part of Leaders. 


ADJOURNED TO AWAIT 
RESULTS OF CONFERENCE 


If Two Committees Fail to 
Reach Agreement the Bull 
Moose Will Immediately 
Nominate Roosevelt.

Auditorium Hall, Chicago, June %.— 
The progressive national convention 
met in two tumultuous sessions today 
and adjourned tonight until 10 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. 

The principal business of the day was 
the approval of a plan to confer on 
peace plans with the republican con- 
vention. ' 

Throughout the day the leaders kept 
eontrol over the delegations more by 
persuasion and by constant reiteration 
of Chairman Robins’ promise that the 
majority would decide any questions 
that arose than by any actual hold 
they had upon the delegations. The 
same determination to nominate Theo- 
dore Roosevelt was evident from the 
time the first delegation trooped in' 
shortly after 1 o'clock until the last 
went out shortly before 9 dclock to- 
night. 

Leaders made no effort to conceal 
their belief that a failure of the con- 
ference committee to agree or to find 
some possible basis for an agreement 
could result in but one thing—the im- 
mediate nomination of Colonel Roose- 
velt. In the words of Chairman Rob- 
ins, ‘tomorrow probably will be a big 
day’’ in the convention. 

Convention Adjourns. 

Only by many promises to place no 
obstacle in the way of the nomination 
of Colonel Roosevelt were the delegates 
content to adjourn and await results 
from the conferees. 

The convention § spent 
hours in gession ending with a per- 
functory night gathering, which con- 
sisted mostly of singing and cheer- 
ing. During the day the temporary 
organization was made permanent, and 
the platform of the resolutions com- 
mittee was received, read and made 
the unfinished business. 

The conservative leaders with dif- | 
ficulty stemmed the insistent demands 
for the nomination of Roosevelt before 
the republicans could select some one 
else, but finaliy they succeeded. Be- 
fore the delegates consented to listen, 
however, .many speakers charged that 
the progressive party leaders were 

aling with thieves and could afford 
to take no chances, 

The afternoon showed the leaders 
more clearly than ever before that they 
are in control only because of a will- 
ingness to attempt to secure peace and 
an unfavorable report from the con- 
ference committee would mean the al- 
most instant nomination of Colonel 
Roosevelt. 

Suffrage Plank Cheered. 

The progressive plank in favor of 
equal suffrage for women was wildly 
cheered when reached in the reading 
of the platform. The delegates caused 
it to be read three times. i 

The progressive convention recess 
came just before word was received 
that the republican convention had ap- 
pointed a committee to confer with 
the progressives. It was annpunced by 
Governor Hiram Johnson to delegates 
Pandemonium 
followed. Delegates returned to their 


seats and a motion to reconsider the 
vote to take a recess was entertained 


It carried. 

Frank H. Funk, of Illinois, moved a 
commitiee of five be named to meet 
the committee from the republican 
convention. It carried. 

Cheering Starts Early. 

Although a routine program, includ- 
ing permanent organization, adoption 
of rules and a platform, was the polit- 
ical menu when today’s session of the 
progressive convention began, another 
demonstration for Roosevelt, like yes- 
terday’s record breaker, was thought 
possible. In marked contrast to the 
opening session, there was little excite- 
ment as the delegates assembled. Few 
delegations marched in en masse. Both 
delegates and spectators gathered slow- 
ly. Before the convention opened the 
small crowd of delegates started en- 
thusiasm by cheering, and while the 
band played patriotic airs. 

Small knots,of delegates gathered to 
earnestly debate when nomination 
should be made. — 

Three days of rain apparently had not 
dampened the pro-Roosevelt ardor of 
delegates, who sang “Teddy” songs and 
cheered Roosevelt frequently while the 
crowds were filing in. As they march- 
ed into the hall the Massachusetts dele- 
gation introduced a new song, the bur- 
den of which was that “It will never 
stop raining until we nominate T. R.”

Chicago, June 8.—-Woman 
ran a curious course 
publican convention.

“The republican party, reaffirming 
its faith in government of the people, 
by the people, and for the people, as a 
measure of justice to one-half of the 
adult people of this country, favors the 
extension of the suffrage to women, 
but recognizes the right of each state 
to settle this question for itself.” 

As the pendulum swung first one 
way and then another, gloom or jubi- 
lation reigned in the ranks of the 
women, who, through rain and win, 
carried their plea to the convention 
yesterday.

Hall Cold and Dark. 


When the doors of the Coliseum 
were opened this morning the pouring 
rain which has soaked the delegates 
and spectators for three days was still 
falling. The hall was cold and damp, 
and dripping rain coats and umbrellas 
soaked the floor. The band enlivened 
the wait as the crowd began assem- 
bling. 

The usual line of ticket speculators 
braved the rain hawking admissions, 
the price of which steadily declined.

‘We must have a navy strong and 
so well proportioned and equipped, so 
thoroughly ready and prepared that no 
enemy can gain command of the sea 
and effect a landing in force on either 
our western or our eastern coast. To 
secure these results we must have a 
coherent and continuous policy of na- 
tional defense, which even in these 
perilous days the democratic party has 
utterly failed to develop, but which we 
promise to give the country.

TARIFF.

“The Underwood tariff act is a com- 
plete failure in every respect. Under 
its administration imports have enor- 
mously increased in spite of the fact 
that the intercourse with foreign coun- 
tries has been largely cut off by rea- 
son of the war: while the revenues of 
which we stand in such dire need have 
been greatly reduced. Under the nor- 
mal conditions which prevailed prior to 
the war, it was clearly demonstrated 
that this act deprived the American 
producer and the American wage earn- 
er of that protection which entitled 
them to meet their foreign competitors, 
and but for the adventitious conditions 
created by the war, would have long 
since paralyzed all forms of American 
industry and deprived American labor 
of its just reward.

The welfare of our people demands its

and factory. 

“We favor the creation of a tariff 
commission with complete power to 
gather and compile information for the 
use of congress in al] matters relating 
to the tariff. 


BUSINESS. 

“The republican party has ‘ong be- 
lieved in the rigid supervision and 
strict regulation of the transportation 
and great corporations of the country. 
It has put its creed into deeds, and all 
really effective laws regulating the 
railroads and the great industrial cor- 
porations are the work of republican 
congresses and presidents. For this 
policy of regulation and_ supervision 
the democrats, in a stumbling and

GOVERNOR T0 VISIT 
BIG COPPER PLA 


|}He Will Seek First-Hand 


Knowledge of the Alleged 
Damages to Georgia Crops. 
Shippen Answers Brown. 


Thursday saw two developments in 
the Ducktown sulphur fume situation. 
One of these was the announcement of 
Governor Nat E. Harris that he would 
go to Ducktown and to Rabun and Fan- 
nin counties in the near future and 
make a personal investigation of the 
conditions which have occasioned the 
pregent controversy between W. H. 
Shippen, of Ellijay, and J. J. Brown, 
umpire on the sulphur fumes damage 
board of arbitration, as well as the 
suggestion that the state abrogate its 
contract with the Tennessee Copper 
company. The other development was 
a statement from Mr. Shippen in re- 
ply to a recent statement of Mr. Brown. 

The question of the state's filing no- 
tice in the United States supreme court 
that it will move to abrogate the 
contract with the copper company at 
its expiration next October is still un- 
decided, pending a conference between 
Governor Harris and Attorney General 
Clifford Walker, after which the gov- 
ernor Will state whether or not he 
favors such a move. 

Governor to Investigate. 

Governor Harris stated Thursday 
that it is his intention to go to north 
Georgia and to Polk county, Tenn., to 
investigate the conditions resulting 
from sulphur fumes at the earliest pos- 
sible date, and that he will invite At- 
torney General Walker to accompany 
him. Just ‘when he will go, the gov- 
ernor said, he does not know, but it 
will be as soon as he can dispose of 
pressing matters now pending in his 
office. | 

Mr. Shippen in his statement says 
that Mr. Brown is dealing in gener- 
alities and clouding the issue, which 
Mr. Shippen declares to be whether or 
not Mr. brewn is properly serving the 
state in capacity of umpire for the 
board of arbitration. He _ reiterates 
charges that he is not. Mr. Shippen 
declares that the charge made by Mr. 
Brown that Mr. Shippen has sought 
to have him ousted in order that Mr. 
Shippen might have a place on the 
board of arbitration is untrue. Mré 
Shippen declares that his only interest 
in the matter is to see that the long- 
suffering people of North Georgia get 
justice and to uphold the hands of At- 
torney General Walker, 48, he makes 
clear, he has undertaken in the past 
for former Attorneys General Thomas 
S. Felder, Warren Grice and John C. 
Hart. 

Shippen’s Statement. 

Mr. Shippen’s statement is as fol- 
lows: 

“The public is not interested in any per- 
sonal controversy between Mr. J. J. Brown 
and myself, nor in any mud slinging con- 
test. Mr. Brown's ability in this particu- 


lar lineasvice president of The Jefferso- 
nian is so well known that I at once take 


my hat off to him as a champion in all’ 


such. 

“What the people are really interested in 
is his record as a public officer as inspec- 
tor and umpire in the contract _ between 
the state of Georgia and the Tennessee 
Copper company. 

“Mr, Brown’s charges against me deal 
entirely in generalities, and he attempts to 
obscure the real issue. If he really wants 
the truth, why does he not reply to specific 
facts and not attempt to cloud the issue 
by a personal attack? Every statement 
that has been made in this matter is based 
on records as filed in the governor's office. 

“Heretofore I find that i have been 
mistaken in my reports to press, for therein 
I stated that Mr. Brown had passed on 
some 700 claims of Georgia farmers. Il 
wasentirely tooliberal inthis statement, 
for the records show that there were some 
700 claims in all filed in 1915 by Fannin 
county farmers. Of these claims some 200 
were passed on by the other two arbitra- 
tors without calling in the umpire, Mr. 
Brown, so that he was actually called to 
umpire some 500 claims of Georgia farmers, 
and his record discloses the fact that he 
turned down 382 of these vona fide claims, 
regularly filed under oath by Fannin 
county farmers, out of a total of 500 
claims which he was called to pass upon. 
At the same time, Mr. Griffith, the state 
arbitrator, voted to allow each of these 
500 farmers something on their claims, 
so that Mr. Brown actually did defeat 382 
claims out of a possible 600 that were sub- 
mitted to him as final umpire. On the re- 
mainder of the claims that he passed on 
in nearly every instance he voted to re- 
duce the award as finally made. 

“With further reference to Mr. Brown’s 
stewardship in representing the farmers 
of north Georgia, when the delegation 
called on Governor Harris on March 20 
last, consisting of the president of the 
Farmers’ union of Gilmer county and a 
committee from that body, together with 
some fifteen or twenty farmers of Fannin 
and Gilmer counties, among whom were 
several confederate veterans. The g0v- 
ernor asked the Gilmer county men if they 
had filed claims for their damage with 
the arbitrator when, they related to him

“Now, as regards Mr. Brown's record as 
State inspector for Georgia under the pro- 
visions of her contract with the Tennes- 
see Copper company. This contract pro- 
vides a salary of $125 per month to be paid 
Mr. Brown as inspector by the Tennessee 
Copper company. There is an old proverb 
that ‘the ass knows its master’s crib.’ We 
could find nothing on file in the governor's 
office as to Mr. Brown's report as state in- 
spector, except two short letters, one dated 
1913 and the other dated 1914, addressed to 
the governor, wherein Mr. Brown states 
that the Tennessee Copper company has 
lived up to its contract during all of these 
two years. As far as we could find, Mr.

CERMANS ADMIT 
LOSS OF LUTZOW 


Admiralty, However, Gives 
Reasons for Claim That 
Decisive Victory Was Won 
Over British Fleet. 


Berlin, June 8.—(Via London,)—An 
official statement issued today gives 
the total loss of German high sea 
forces during the battle off Jutland 
and up to the present time as one bat- 
tle cruiser, one ship of the line of 
older construction, four small cruisers 
and five torpedo boats. The state- 
ment says:

Says English Filed. 


The statement says many official 
and semi-official reports from the Brit- 
ish side have been systematically 
spread abroad “in order to deny the 
greatness of the British defeat in the 
naval battle of May 31 and create an 
impression as though the battle were 
a victory for British arms. The state- 

ent continues: 
met is asserted, for instance, that the 
German fleet left the battlefield and 
that the English fleet remained master 
of the battlefield.

Today’s statement reads: In the Ar- 
gonne district a German mine exploded 
this morning at Hill 285, at Haute 
Chevauchee, but without causing us 
any damage. -We occupied the southern 
lip of the crater thereby created. 

“On the left bank of the River Meuse 
there has been an intermittent bom- 
bardment of our second line positions. 
On the right bank of the river there 
has been intense artillery fighting in 
the region of Thiaumont and Douau- 
mont. 

“After seven days of ferocious fight- 
ing against assaulting forces whose 
numbers were constantly renewed, the 
French garrison at Fort Vaux reached 
the limit of its strength and was not

In addition to, the Austrians  pre- 
viously captured in the offensive move- 
ment recently inaugurated, the state- 
ment says there were captured in yes- 
terday’s fighting 658 officers and 11,000 
men.

The communication says: 

‘On Tuesday we developed our of- 
fensive in the direction of Rovno and 
Kovel and, Keeping on the heels of 
the overthrown enemy and following 
a battle in the region of Lutsk, we oc- 
cupied that town. In many places we 
have seized not only the lines of the 
Rivers Ikwa and Styr, but have crossed 
them and continued our offensive. 

“In Galicia, on the lower Stripa, our 
infantry, supported by our artillery 
fire, captured by an energetic advance 
a number of powerful enemy organized 
positions on the front of Trzibouk- 
hovtzky-Jaz!ovetz, and have. arrived 
quite near the line of the Stripa river. 

“In addition to the 40,000 prisoners 
previously taken, we took in the course 
of yesterday's fighting 58 officers and 
about 11,000 men and captured a num- 
ber of guns and machine guns, a quan- 
tity of other weapons, field kitchens 
and telephone material.

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ATLANTA’S SCHOOL NEEDS. 
President R. J. Guinn’s address last night 
before the graduating class of the Girls’ 
High school is a remarkable presentation of 
the public school situation in Atlanta. 

As head of the board of education, Presi- 
dent Guinn has had ample opportunity for 
investigation, and has thoroughly familiar- 
ized himself both with schogl conditions and 
school needs. His statement may, therefore, 
be accepted as an accurate and authorita- 
tive summary of Atlanta’s school situation. 

He correctly says that until ward lines 
and ward politics play a less conspicuous 
part than now in the distribution of Atlanta’s 
revenue, and until the school funds of this 
city are separated from the control of coun- 
cil, there cannot and will not be any great 
educational program inaugurated for this 
community. 

The evil of council's control of school 
funds has been strikingly illustrated in 
numerous recent instances. There was the 
case Of the attempted purchase of a school 
lot at the very time when the board of edu- 
cation had practically arranged for the gift 
to the city of a better lot free of charge. 
There were appropriations authorized to two 
schools which did not need them, while ap- 
propriations were withheld from schools that 
were overcrowded and could not meet the 
demand upon them. Other instances might 


be given. 

The time has come when, if Atlanta pro- 
poses to continue the progress for which she 
has been celebrated in the past, this sort of 
unco-ordinated and wasteful management 
must cease. This temporizing and political 
playing with the greatest of all Atlanta’s 
civic institutions must not continue. 

If we are to keep the pace we must have 
a well-built, thoroughly co-ordinated school 
system, beginning in the public kindergarten 
and going through the various graded and 
junior high schools into the university high 
school, from which there shall be turned out 
young men and young women thoroughly 
equipped for the various activities and re- 
sponsibilities of life. 

Other cities smaller and of less commer- 
cial consequence than this have already 
established modern school systems upon 
these lines. Atlanta gtill'lags behind. How 
long? , 

President Guinn’s announcement of his 
intention to retire from the position of presi- 
dent of the board of education ig to be re- 
gretted. He has rendered Atlanta splendid 
service in this capacity, and it is to be hoped 
the board of education will not permit him 
to retire from the chairmanship. 

In any event, he has performed a splendid 
duty in giving this warning and setting up 
the danger signal before Atlanta’s people. 
Will they heed it? 


A RAY OF LIGH I. 


“ortunately, the first ray of light from 
council in some months has found its way 
through the thick darkness of an inefficient 
system, in the action of the finance com- 
mittee in revising the June financial sheet. 

Atlanta has seldom had a financial sheet 
built upon a city-wide basis. The new sheet 
approximates it. 

This is a distinctly forward step, and 
Atlanta would indeed be fortunate if it could 
be said that this action marked the parting 
of the ways between petty ward demands 
and Atlanta’s foremost interests. In re- 
making the sheet the committee has come 
to a realization of the great importance of 
at least making the school system adequate 
to demands for entrance. 

ff Atlanta’s best interests are to be sub- 
served, this must be made the‘city’s general

FEDERAL INTFRVENTION. 


The suggestion of Robert C. Alston, of 
Atlanta, in his recent address before the 
State Bar association, at its convention at 
Tybee, of the danger of federal intervention, 
unless the states themselves take effective 
action in the suppression of lynching, has 
been the subject of state-wide comment in 
the Georgia press. 

In this address Mr. Alston pointed to the 
guarantee in the federal constitution to the 
citizen that he shall not be deprived of life, 
liberty or property without due process of 
law. It may easily be construed that the act 


of sheriff, jailer or other officer, in allowing 


a mob to lynch a prisoner, is an act for 
which the state is responsible; and under 
such construction the federal government 
may step in and exercise its authority to 
terminate this sort of mob rule. 

Commenting upon the statement of Mr. 
Alston, The Columbus Ledger, whose view 
may be taken to represent that of the ma- 
jority of the Georgia press which has spoken 
on the subject, says: 


This would be an unusual move and 
one which may bring about numerous 
clashes of authority, but it séems to be a 
timely suggestion just the same. Any- 
thing looking to the minimizing of the 
number of tlynchings in Georgia and 
other states should appeal to the law- 
abiding citizens. Georgia’s record as-to 
lynchings is far from creditable, as is that 
of other states, and more drastic means 
should be employed to prevent gross vio- 
lations of the state as well as the federal! 
constitution. 


The statement of Mr. Alston is exactly 
in line with the warning which The Constitu- 
tion has repeatedly given upon this subject. 
Federal intervention is not only possible, but 
it is very probable, not to say inevitable, 
unless the states themselves in the exercise 
of their authority provide efficient means for 
eliminating mob action. 

If federal intervention does come; if the 
United States government takes charge of 
some case in which a man lynched has been 
deprived of his life in violation of that con- 
stitutional guarantee of due process of law, 
the sentiment which tolerates lynching and 
the mob will be solely responsible. 

If Georgia would avoid this interference 
with her internal affairs—and we imagine 
there ig no man in the state who would court 
or wish it—she must provide for prompt and 
efficient administration of her laws. She 
must exact obedience to all laws of the state 
without exception. There must be no more 
interference with the processes of the state 
courts than there is with those of the federal 
courts. 

When we have set up this policy in the 
enforcement of law, backed by a strong and 
courageous public sentiment, we may begin 
to record the elimination of lynching and the 
enthronement of law. 


RAILROAD PROSPERIT). 
Commenting upon what it terms “the 
pleasing prosperity of the railroads,” and 
backing its prosperity talk with figures 
showing marvelously increased earnings of 
some of the eastern lines, including the 
Norfolk and Western, which operates largely 
in southern states, The Washington Post 
says: 
kexcept in a very, very few instances 
the wail of poverty from railway inter- 
ests has ceased, and there is little or no 
reason now to complain of adverse leg- 
islation or unprofitable rates for traffic. 
It is fortunate for our country that a 
basis has been finally reached upon which 
fine returns are assured to the railways, 


and the shippers have fewer complaints 
to lodge with the regulating powers.

people.

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SEPARATE TAX FOR CITY SCHOOLS 


URGED BY EDUCATION BOARD HEAD; 
76 YOUNG WOMEN GIVEN DIPLOMAS 


If applause is to be taken as signifying 
the sentiments of an audience, Atlantans 
never viewed a prettier sight than that pre- 
sented last night by the 1,100 students. of 
the Girls’ High school as they marched with 
military precision and order into the Audi- 
torium-Armory for the opening of the com- 
mencement exercises incident to the gradua- 
tion of the forty-fourth graduating class .of 
the institution. 

In two rows at the front. and occupying 
the full width of the big stage, sat the sev- 
enty-six members of the graduating class, 
each bearing a large bouquet of crimson 
blossoms; back of them, each with a wreath 
of green, were seated the members or ene 
class who will occupy the front of the stage 
next year, and the other pupils of the school 
were banked on either side of the arena. 
Every girl was dressed in white, from head 
to foot, each with a bow of pink lace at her 
waist. 

Just as he was about td formally pre- 
sent the diplomas to the graduates, Major 
|. ae # Guinn, President of the Atlanta board 
of education, indicating the student body 
with a wave of the hand, exclaimed: : 

“Did Atlanta ever before gaze upon such 
a beautiful sight as this!” 

Parents and Friends Answer. 
The applause was deafening; it was the 
answer of every one of the Many hundreds 
of parents, relatives and friends of the 


sraduates and under-graduates of the Girls’ 
High. 

Superintendent I. M. Landrum had charge 
of the exercises, and called off the numbers 
on the excellent program, which included 
singing by the graduates, a welcome address 
by Miss Marion Wooten, an essay by Miss 
Annie Pearce Barnes, announcement of prizes 
won during the school year, the presentation 
of diplomas and the commencement address. 

The address by Major Guinn was different 
from the _ traditional] “commencement day’ 
address; it was distinctive and argumenta- 
tive for a better school System for Atlanta 
and full of the speaker's Suggestions as to 
how this might and will be done. It was the 
address of a busiiness man, not a politician, 
and one who has given schools and the prob- 
lems of education great study. 

The large audience wags With him, too, 
and at several intervals he wae interfered 
with by applause. Especially was this true 
when he said: : | 


“There can and will be no great educa- 
tional program inaugurated for this city un- 
til the school funds of Atlanta are separated 
from the control of council.” 

The applause when Major Guinn finished 
this sentence was such as to almost shake 
the building, and the speaker was forced to 
pause for it to subside. 


Major Guinn’s Address. 
His address in ful] follows: ,

Atlanta had last March the rare 0! BE sant 
of a visit from Allen D. Albert, of Minneapo- 
lis, president of the International Associa- 
tion of Rotary Clubs—a man who possesses 
both vision and the ability to convince oth- 
ers of the reasonableness of his visions. 
a In his address on ‘The Forces That Make 
Cities, Mr. Albert pointed out the many 
natura! advantages Atlanta enjoys, and dis- 
closed our responsibility for making the 
most of these advantages. He told us of the 
important part nature has played in pre- 
determining her future greatness. Situated 
as she is on the beautiful Piedmont plateau, 
Within easy reach of one of nature's great 
highways, and at the southern end of an- 
other—the Appalachian valley there is 
only one factor which can seriously limit At- 
lanta’s future—and that the lack of vision 
on the part of her builders. 

“Of all the factors that enter into the 
making of a great city, the ideals of her 
builders is the greatest single force—the one 
which can, and ultimately will, control all 
the other forces. 

“Whether or not the greatness which 
Surely awcits an intelligent use of nature's 
gilts will some day be ours depends largely 
upon whet is done in the matter of preparing 
this and the next generation for more effi- 
cient Civic life. 

A Crucial Moment.

Their unvarying courtesy and the faithful, 
intelligent work of the members of the board 
have made service as their chairman a real 
pleasure. However, to properly discharge the 
varied duties and responsibilities of this po- 
sition, under the conditions that now pre- 
vail in the matter of securing financial sup- 
port, as well as in the liberty to modernize 
and develop our educational system, requires 
a more generous investment of time and 
thought than [ am able to give, and hence 
at the end of the present vear I must ask 
to be relieved of further service as presi- 
dent of the board. 

"As I will not, therefore, have the honor 
again of speaking officially before the great 
xudiences that grect the young ladies of our 
high schoo! at their graduation, I beg that 
vou will permit a departure from the tradi- 
tional commencement address and this even- 
ing indulge me while I briefiy speak to you 
upon Atlanta’s public schools as the greatest 
of all the forces which are to have a part in 
determining her future.

Couid you find a better, more pay- 
ing investment than the right training of 
your children’? As our civilization grows 
more and more complex, it becomes neces- 
to prepare the youth of our land for 
larger responsibilities and more efficient 
service than we of the present generation 
have known. 

“During the ‘past two years a complete 
reconstruction of Atlanta’s school system has 


' mond, Birmingham, 


been in progress. Much has been accom- 
plished, even in this short time, toward vital- 
izing the work of the schoois and bringing 
them into a closer, more practical relation 
with social needs. Let me say just here, that 
what has been accomplished so far is due 
not so much to a generous use of the people's 
money for this purpose as to the splendid 
spirit of Atlanta’s teaching force. 

“Atlanta is receiving today a much high- 
er type of service from her teachers than 
she is paying for. But for their unwavering 
fidelity during the past two years of recon- 
structing the school system, along modern 
lines, very little of the splendid adavnce- 
ment which has been made would have been 
possible. With inadequate equipment in all 
the schools, and disgracefully poor accommo- 
dations in some sections of the city, our 
teachers, inspired by a desire to promote a 
better education, have not spared themselves 
in either sacrifice or service in order that 
the best possible resulis might be obtained. 

“| speak advisedly. therefore, when I say 
that Atlanta’s greatest educational asset to- 
day is her teaching force. For they have done 
much to carry forward the cause of educa- 
tion in spite of the restrictions which a lack 
of funds has placed upon their work. 

Needs of Atianta’s School Department. 

“Before Atlanta goes forward with her 
great educational program, she needs to rec- 
ognize the fact that a large majority of her 
boys and girls do not attend school beyond 
the fifth grade. With this fact in mind she 
needs to apply herself to two _ problems: 
First, to devise some plan by which the chil- 
dren may be kept in school for a longer 
period of time. Second, toward giving the 
children who are constantly going out to 
meet the complex problems of life the sort 
of training they need. : 

“Without question, definite and practical 
courses in domestic science or homemaking 
should be provided for all girls from the 
fifth grade through the grammar grades. 
There can be no doubt of the wisdom of such 
a course. That there is already an urgent 
demand for such training is shown by the 
fact that teachers and parents in a number 
of schools are inaugurating this work at 
their own expense. Lack of funds, and some- 
times lack of vision, is keeping this work 
from being done in the very places where it 
is most needed. 

Test of Efficiency. 

“& thorough course in elementary agricul- 
ture and home gardening should be provided 
for all public school children. Such a de- 
partment in our schools would develop the 
‘city beautiful’ idea; would supplant the an- 
nual Clean-up day: would do away with the 
municipal fly-traps; would put to practical 
use our many vacant lots, alleyways and 
unsightly backyards: would have an appre- 
ciable effect upon the high cost of living, 
and, above all else, would utilize the boy and 
girl energy which is, at present, going to 
waste, or finding its way into other less 
wholesale channels. Such a course would 
teach our boys and girls business methods 
and the value of time, besides providing a 
never-ending source of both health and 
pleasure. But more than this, the introduc- 
tion of such a course for all boys and girls 
would shortly result in equipping each youth 
leaving the grammar schools with a definite 
vocation from which he may some day earn 
a living. No school system can be regarded 
ns efficient until every pupil finishing the 
grammar grades is competent to earn a liv- 
ing and is conscious of this fact. Recogniz- 
ing the importance of such training, the board 
of education, in conjunction with the de- 
partment of education at Washington, made 
an earnest effort early in ene year to secure 
from council the small appropriation of $5,- 
000 with which to put this important work 
into the schools. Notwithstanding the fact 
that our present course of study demands this 
opportunity for practical expression, and the 
assurance that Atlenta could do what Rich- 
Chattanooga and other 
have done, namely, to put the work 
on such a basis as to make the initial ex- 
pense a good investment for the city, the 
effort failed, and Atlanta would be without 
school gardens today had it not been for 
the loyalty and self-sacrificing spirit of her 
teachers who came to the front. and with- 
out request from the board of education, 
initieted the work and carried it forward to 
success. Under their leadership, 8,300 chil- 
dren have cultivated home and school! gar- 
dens this year, and without expert guidance 
have produced $11,080 worth of products at 
an actual expense of only $1,239.13. Five 
thousand one hundred and fifty-two children 
have likewise cubkated flower gardens at 
home ard at school. Could there be higher 
evidence of the fact that our education de- 
partment is hungering for a chance to meet 
its great responsibility in the development 
of this city? Is any argument needed to 
show that the only requirement now is a lit- 
tle encouragement and reasonable financial 
support? 

“A great school system will never be pos- 
sible for this city until we realize that the 
education of our youth is a far more impor- 
tant issue than the maintenance of a police 
force, or the paving of our streets, and until 
ward lines and ward politics play a less con- 
spicnous part in the distribution of the city’s 
revenue. There can and will be no great edu- 
cational program inaugurated for this city 
until the school funds of Atlanta are sepa- 
rated trom the control of council. 

Inadequate High School. 

“The need for this departure in method 
of supporting your school system is further 
illustrated by the woefully inadequate high 
school facilities which are a result today 
of this antiquated system of councilmanic 
dole. Council’s refusal to grant the small 
sum of $7,500 for the construction of a tem- 
porary building on the Brown lot will mear 
that 150 Atlanta girls will be denied admis- 
sion to the Girls’ High school in September. 
The same is true of a larger number of boys 
who will be denied admission to the Tech- 
nological High school because the funds 
are denied for ‘patching up’ the present inad- 
equ: arters.

1 have for some time given to this sub- 
ject very careful consideration. If you will 
examine the journal of the house of repre- 
sentatives of last year, at the bottom of page 
256. you will see that I introduced a measure 
providing a greater penalty for the charg- 
ing of excessive interest. This bill was re- 
ferred to general judiciary committee No. lI, 
but was later recommitted to No. 2, of which 
committee I was a member. Then I began 
to learn, from the letters I received from 
monev-lending institutions and individuals, 
and from the difficulty always experienced 
in getting any action on such a measure, 
that this question is one of great importance 
to those who are helping to retard the real 
development of Georgix by this common 
violation of law. You will further notice the 
committee did not report on this bill, which 
is No. until twenty-four days after it 
was introduced, and then only recommended 
that it “pass by substitute.” (See page 797.) 
This bill has been read in the house the see- 
ond time, as will appear on page 802. 

I trust that I will be able to secure its 
passage as originally at the coming 
session of the legislature. And i am glad 
that your splendid paper, and other papers 
in the state, are beginning to wake the peo- 
ple up to a true realization of the existences 
of this evil. 

So long as the money-owner is permitted 
to draw such large and illegal dividends from 
the lending of his money, as he is now per- 
mitted to do on account of the inadequate 
penalty attached to our present usury laws, 
he will never invest this money into indus- 
tries that will develop Georgia and at the 
same time furnish employment to that great 
mass of laboring people who would thus be 
changed from petty borrowers to wealth pro- 
ducers. 

We are told that 
by the loan that cost 
cent, because he can then buy from the sup- 
ply merchant at cash prices for less. But 
when we consider the question carefully, and 
add the illegal interest to the merchant's 
profit even for cash, the farmer hasn't saved 
much after all. And it can hardly be denied 
that he would save more if he could get this 
money at legal rates.

| BY VICTOR E. INNES; 
| ARGUE CASE JUNE 24 


Counsel for Victor E. Innes, under 
; sentence of seven years in the state 
penitentiary for larceny after trust of 
funds alleged to have been given him 
by Mrs. Lois Dennis for investment, 
yesterday filed a motion for a new 
trial of his: case, and Judge Ben Hill 
set it for argument on June 24.

New York, June 8.—Reports that Brazil 
was offering new crop coffee for forward 
shipment rather more freely probably ac- 
counted for a further slight decline in the 
coffee futures market here today, but the 
selling was less active than recently and 
rather a steadier tone developed in the late 
trading. The opening was 1 point lower 
to 3 points higher, but active months 
sold 1 to 3 points under last night’s clos- 
ing figures shortly after the call, with De- 
cember touching 8.32 or 70 points under the 
high ievel of last month. This decline 
brought out no liquidation of consequence, 
however, and December sold up to 8.39 late 
in the afternoon on covering, with the close 
showing a net advance of 3 to 6 points. 
Sales 18,500. 

Spot coffee quiet, Rio 7s 9%; Santos 4s 
10%. It was reported that Santos 4s were 
offered for forward shipment at 10.15 to 
10.20 in the cost and freight market. 

The official cables reported no further 
change in milreis prices and a decline of 
1-32d in Rio exchange on London.

SMALLER CEREAL CROPS 


Yields Will Be Much Smaller 
Than Last Year and Slightly 
Above 5-Year Average. 


Washington, June 8.—First official inti- 
mation of the size of this year's spring wheat 
crop and more definite information as to the 
size of the winter wheat crop now being 
harvested were given today by the de- 
partment of agriculture in its June crop re- 
port. In addition a forecast was given of 
the prospective production of Oats, barley, 
rye, apples and peaches These production 
forecasts were made by the bureau of crop 
estimates which based its calculations upon 
the condition of the growing crops on June 
1, as reported by its thousands of correspon- 
dents and agents throughout the country. 
The total yield probably will be above or be- 
low these estimates as conditions from now 
}until time of harvest improve or decline.

The official war news seems to indicate 
the Germans have captured one of the 
many forts surrounding Verdun, one which 
they have been struggling to gain control 
of tor many months. Tnerefore, the mar- 
ket this morning began its retreat and 
prices throughout the day were rather soft 
finishing, vaiues being 9 to 10 points under 
yesterday. At the same time, however 
action of the market yesterday on 
foundless rumor shows that it will 
to be short of it, because everytime a peace 
rumor comes indescreet buying immediate- 
ly lodges itself and congests the supply of 
contracts. Crop accounts continue’ very 
g00d and the weather, with few excep- 
sJons, is almost ideal. Very little atten- 
tion, however, is being paid either to the 
crop or the statisticai situation. Specula- 
tion in cotton is so small it is easily in- 
fluenced one way or the other, and will 
continue to be so for some time. Those 
who are long of the cotton market are at 
any rate inexperienced in that commodity 
and are mentally using no other argument 
than the argument that peace will cause 
a sensational advance. If we should agree 
in the idea that peace was close at hand we 
could feel bullish on the market, but since 
we do not see peace, we advise our friends 
to let the market alone.

MUST BE UNIFIED. 


“Adequate provision for the common 
PR comeing has become the task of fore- 
most national concern. Beneath the 
structure of military and economic 
strength, there must be a unified spirit 
of this cosmopolitan people, a deep 
loyalty and undivided allegiance to 
America, the land which has welcomed 
us and our,immigrant forefathers. Back 
of any adequate national preparedness 
in arms or in industry, must remain 
the democratic soul of an undivided 
people, determined to keep America’s 
great heritage and traditions unfal- 
teringly in first place. American prob- 
lems must be faced and solved solely 
in the light of American ideals. Ameri- 
can political action must be taken in 
the service of American -ends. Unwav- 
ering patriotism and unfaltering fidel- 
ity to America is the only spirit 
which should animate our citizens. If 
in this melting pot of a hundred na- 
tions the children of any fail to find 
eur common destiny worthy of com- 
mon devotion and defense we shall sus- 
tain irreparable loss of national char- 
acter. ; 

“In this spirit of Americanism, action 
must be taken for common defense. 

‘We must be ready, in spirit, arms 
and industry. Preparation in arms re- 
quires: 

“A navy restored to at least second 
rank in battle efficiency. 

. “A regular army of 250,000 men, fully 
armed and trained, as a first line of 
land defense. 

“A system of military training ade- 
quate to organize with promptness, be- 
hind that first line of the army and 
navy, a citizen soldiery, supplied, arm- 
ed and controlled by the national gov- 


ernment, 


FAVOR COMPULSORY 
MILITARY TRAINING. 


“In our democracy every male cit- 
izen is charged with the duty of de- 
fending his country. This duty is not 
new. It has existed from the founda- 
tion of the government. Under modern 
conditions, it cannot be performed 
without military training; service with- 
out training means slaughter and dis- 
aster. As the nation has always rec- 
ognized and exercised the right to en- 
force compulsory military service in 
time of war, so should there be untiver- 
sal militarv training for that service 
during times of peace. 

“We believe in preparedness for de- 
fense, but never for aggression. We 
must not sacrifice the lives of men for 
the glory or gain of military conquest. 
And we believe that the women of the 
country, who share with men the bur- 
dens of government in time of peace 
and make equal sacrifice in time of 
war, should be given the full political 
right of suffrage, either by state or 
federal action. 

“Arms alone cannot maintain a na- 
tion. Of far greater permanent impor- 
tance must stand a national industry 
efficient for the general welfare, a 
prosperity justly distributed, a national] 
life organized in all points for national 
ends. Four years ago this party was 
born of a nation’s awakened sense of 
these fundamental truths. In the plat- 
form then adopted we set forth our 
position on public questions. We here 
reaffirm the declarations there made on 
national issues. 

“A nation to survive must atand for 
the principles of social and industria} 
justice. We have no right to expect 
eontinued loyalty from an oppressed 
elass. We must remove the artificial 
eauses of the high cost of living; pre- 
vent the exploitation of men, women 
and children in industry by extension 
of the workmen's compensation law to 
the full limit permitted under the con- 
stitution and by a thoroughgoing child 
labor law: protect the wage earner, 
and by a properly regulated system of 
rural credits encourage the farmer and 
zive to the landless man an opportunity 
to acquire land. A country must be 
worth living to be worth fighting for. 

“To make possible social justice, to 
maintain our position in peace and 
war, we must insure business and in- 
dustrial prosperity. This can be done: 

“By a regulation of industry aimed 
at promoting its growth and prosper- 
itv, and a just distribution of its re- 
turns and a healthy expansion of for- 
eign trade. 

“By a conservation and development 
vf our national resources for the good 
of all. 

“By the re-establishment of our mer- 
chant marine. 

“By the development of a system of 
interstate national highways. 

“By making a new standard of gov- 
erninental efficiency through a com- 
plete civil service system, a national 
budget and the destruction of ‘pork 
barrel’ legislation. 

“By the creation of a permanent, 
expert tariff commission, with a view 
of intelligently and scientifically ad- 
justing the tariff, so as to build up, 
rather than destroy, American indus- 
try.

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FOR CITY MANAGER 
SMITH MAKES PLEA 


Prominent Lawyer Asserts 
City Tax Rate Should Be 
$1.50 and the School Tax 
Should Be Set Aside. 


“The people of this country have 
been educated even since the time of 
the Boston tea party that taxation was 
not right. Many have come to believe 
that to be forced to pay-their taxes fs 
like being held up in the public high- 
wey and made to etand forth and de- 
liver. Atlanta is no exception to this 
rule. And yet this city could easily 
stand for an increase of her tax rate. 
{t ought to be $1.50 instead of the pres- 
ent $1.25. Then the fund for schools, 
which should be at least one-fourth of 
the total, ought to be set aside and 
placed under the control of the board 
of education. This board should be 
Independent of council.” 

These remarks were made by Alex W. 
Smith, Sr., last night before a meet- 
ing of the members of the Ninth Ward 
{mprovement club and others of that 
section. Mr. Smith was speaking on 
the needs for charter reform. 

“Seven years ago I favored a com- 
mission government when the question 
of charter reform was being so vio- 
lently agitated in this city. Since that 


time the city manager plan has sprung 
into* being and that is the form that 
appeals to me at this time and the 
one which seems the most practical 
from every standpoint. ‘ 


City Manager Pian. 


“Under this plan the city govern- 
ment of Atlanta would be under the 
control of a council of fifteen members, 
we will say, and a city manager who 
would be elected by those fifteen and 
would be directly answerable to them 
for his conduct as administrative head 
of the city. They would have the power 
at any time to fire him and get an- 
other man in his place. 

“He would be chosen as the most 
efficient man for the place. His en- 
tire time would be devoted to the city 
affairs and his salary should be in pro- 
portion to his duties. I should say that 
for a city of this size he should be paid 
a salary of $15,000 per year. 

“The council would be the directing 
board to arrange the policies of the 
corporation. The city manager would 
be acting in the same capacity as the 
president of any other large corpora- 
tion. He would have direct control of 
all departments and would carry out 
the policies of his council. 

“Mombers of this council would be 
elected, or rather I ought to say should 
be elected, from the city at large. Every 
voter in the community should vote on 
each man. Each man would represent, 
not a particular ward, as is now the 
case, but a particular class of people 
who think alike whcther they live in 
the same ward or in many sections 
of the city. In this way every faction 
or class of society could be represented 
in this council. 

Entrance by Petition, 


entrance of these men in the 
office would be by petition. 
Say something like 2 per cent of the 
voters petition that a certain man 
enter the race for the office of council- 
man. Make them elective for a period 


“The 
race for 


of three years and elect five every 
three years. Pay each man a nominal 
salary r his services. 

“Wards should be eliminated in city 
affairs except insofar as their lines 
were drawn for voting. But the coun- 
cil would be representatives of the 
whole city. 

“This idea is not a new thing, for it 
is being done right now in about forty 
cities and towns in the United States, 
and Dayton, Ohio, has just recently in- 
stalled this system. Their city mana- 
ger is paid about $12,000 per year. 

“The fault with the present city gov- 
ernment lies in the fact that there are 
too many administrative heads elected 
by the people. There is too little power 
in the chief executive. Then, too, the 
ward system is wrong. There is too 
much trading among the members of 
council] for their wards. The present 
charter is an old patch work suit that 
is out of date. 

“I venture to assert that with an 
increase in the tax rate this city would 
have $300,000 more revenue. And it 
would not be felt by the taxpayers.” 

Chamber Will Take Action, 

Victor H. Kriegshaber, president of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, was 
the second speaker on the program. 
He said that Mr. Smith had so fully 
covered the ground he felt there was 
little he could add. 

“The chamber of commerce has start- 
ed a campaign for charter reform 
among its membership. We have mail- 
ed letters and return postals to all Our 
members asking them to tell us if they 
favor charter reform. ,No mention was 
made of any specific reform. Today 
the chamber has received 402 cards 
from members, all of them desirous of 
charter reform and only six replies 
against it. 

“When we have obtained an expres- 
sion of opinion from our membership 
we will then take steps to place the 
matter before the people. 

The registered voters can by a vote 
of 10 per cent of their number, or a 
petition of that number, initiate a re- 
form movement. It has been proposed 
to submit two or three charters to the 
people for their selection. That will 
be decided later. At any rate we hope

Park Board Will Not 
Make Fight for Sale 
Of Erskine Triangle 


Ben Lee Crew, president of the park 
board, said yesterday that as far as 
he knew the board did not have enough 
interest in the proposed sale of the 
Erskine triangle to enter any contro- 
versy on the matter. His reply was 
in answer to the declaration of Mayor 
Woodward and Dr. R. E. Gramling, 
who say they will oppose any sale of 
the land. 

“The whole thing was proposed more 
in the naturé of a joke than anything 
else,” said Mr. Crew. “It was sug- 
gested that the land be sold and other 
land in the sixth ward be bought, so 
that W. W. Waits, representative from 
this ward, would have something more 
to represent than a piece of land about 
20 feet by 10. That is practically the 
only thing he representa on the park 
board. He has no tennis courts, no 
parks and about the only other piece 
of park vr flower land he hag in his 
ward is the spot at the city hall. 

“I have been offered $10,000 for that 
small spot of land. The fountain has 
been removed and the spot of land is 
not big enough to do anybody any 
good. It seems to me that it would 
be much better for the city to sell 
that land or exchange it for two or 
three lots in another crowded section 
of the city. There are no heirs of 
the Erskine estate living that I know 
of, and in the case of a ruling has been 
made that the land can be disposed 
of by exchange or sale.
